Commentaries  based  on  cataloging  over  325  sales 

The  grading  controversy  over  the  ANACS  (American  Numismatic  Association  Cer- 
tification Service)  has  reached  such  proportions  that  the  ANA  is  determined  to  give  it 
top  priority.  They  requested  Kenneth  Bressett  (author  of  the  ANA  book  on  grading 
and  teacher  of  the  annual  ANA  summer  seminar  on  grading)  to  move  to  Colorado  Spr- 
ings and  take  charge  of  the  ANACS.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  grading  problem, 
we  felt  that  we  had  to  forego  the  valued  services  of  Ken  for  the  greater  benefit  of  the 
ANA  and  numismatics. 

When  Ken  decided  to  join  Kagin’s  after  being  with  Whitman  Publishing  Company 
for  twenty-two  years,  his  decision  was  not  made  lightly.  Now,  after  being  with  Kagin’s 
more  than  two  years  and  settling  in  and  adjusting  to  the  community,  he  felt  compelled 
to  again  go  through  the  arduous  process  of  moving  to  a different  state.  With  Ken’s 
dedication  to  numismatics,  there  was  no  other  alternative  but  to  make  the  move  to 
Colorado  Springs. 

We’ll  miss  the  close  working  relationships  with  Ken  but  look  forward  to  frequently 
visiting  with  him  at  either  Colorado  Springs  or  at  the  various  conventions  and 
seminars  involving  the  ANA. 

The  market  seems  to  have  stabilized  with  very  few  true  top-quality  coins  and  curren- 
cies being  offered.  What  few  do  appear  attract  spirited  bidding.  History  tends  to  repeat 
itself.  Those  who  bought  coins  and  currencies  in  1975,  76  and  77,  after  the  “boom”  of 
1973-74,  sold  them  at  substantially  more  in  1979  and  1980.  We  believe  that  those 
buying  coins  and  currencies  this  year  will  be  able  to  sell  them  at  substantially  more  in  a 
year  or  two,  or  possibly  three.  Collectors  who  stayed  away  from  the  market  for  the  last 
two  years,  feeling  prices  were  “too  high,”  have  now  reappeared  and  are  buying  at  what 
they  feel  are  “right”  or  even  “bargain  prices.”  Patience,  in  the  long  run,  has  always 
paid  off. 

GENA  will  not  be  the  same  with  the  sudden  passing  of  Bill  Loss.  The  ultimate  ac- 
colade comes  to  mind.  “We  took  him  for  granted.  He  was  always  available  for  help  and 
advice.”

MS-63  (Select  Uncirculated):  Nicely  struck  with  fewer  than  usual  bag  marks,  nice  luster. 

MS-60  (Uncirculated):  Strictly  uncirculated  with  no  evidence  of  wear,  only  a moderate  number 
of  bag  marks  on  surface. 

AU-55  (Choice  About  Uncirculated):  Bare  traces  of  friction  at  the  highest  points. 

AU-50  (About  Uncirculated):  Traces  of  wear  on  many  of  the  highest  points. 

EF-45  (Choice  Extremely  Fine):  Light  overall  wear  on  highest  points,  all  design  details  very 
sharp.

EF  (Extremely  Fine):  Two  or  three  creases  evident.  The  note  should  be  bright  and  retain  near- 
ly full  crispness. 

VF  (Very  Fine):  Notes  in  this  grade  show  obvious  use.  May  have  several  folds  and  have  started 
to  lose  some  of  its  original  crispness.  Light  soiling  due  to  normal  handling  is  accepted.  Heavy 
soiling  and  excessive  handling  or  loss  of  crispness  is  not  acceptable  in  this  grade. 

F (Fine):  Very  little  original  crispness  evident.  It  should  still  exhibit  its  original  brightness  but 
will  show  much  handling  and  soiling. 

VG  (Very  Good):  May  be  soiled  and  well  worn.  All  engraved  features  clear  and  complete.

Struck  at  the  suggestion  of  John  Kasson,  the  U.S.  minister  to  Austria  and  former 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures  who  thought  it 
would  be  desirable  to  have  an  international  gold  trade  coin  based  on  the  metric  system 
used  in  European  countries,  such  as  the  Austrian  8 Florins,  French  20  Franc,  Italian 
20  Lire,  Spanish  20  Pesetas  and  Dutch  8 Florins.  Although  the  design  was  never 
adopted  or  actually  authorized  as  a coin,  it  did  state  $4,  and  contained  about  that 
much  value  in  gold.  Some  pieces  did  achieve  limited  circulation  in  the  Washington 
area  and  a few  were  also  carried  as  pocket  pieces.  It  is  said  that  a week  after  they 
were  distributed  to  Congressmen  some  appeared  in  the  possession  of  “Madams'' 
around  Washington  and  were  used  for  jewelry.
